І recently read BATMAN %706 and DETECTIVE COMICS 
#873 — both decent comics, and | have a theory to 
propose. 


First, let me point out a few sequences in these comics. 


In BATMAN, Dick Grayson is downed by two separate 
enemies. First, Riddler and Enigma get the better of him, 
and he has to be saved by Robin. And then, at the end of 
the issue, Sensei topples part of a building onto him. 


Over in DETECTIVE, Dick gets hit with a hallucinogen. 
He manages to escape the situation, but doesn't do so 
unscathed, and has to be picked up by Tim. 


I'm not complaining about Dick constantly losing like 
that. It's par for the character. 
Throughout his solo career, he's 
gotten himself into many such 
situations. 


And | think I know why. 


When he was growing up as a 
hero, he worked with others - first 
as Batman's sidekick, then later 
as a member of Teen Titans. He 
learned to fight like someone who 
is part of a fighting unit, instead 
of his own entity, and relied on 
those there with him. | think that in 
his solo adventures - as Nightwing 
or Batman - he keeps fighting 
that way. He keeps fighting 
and thinking like he's not 
fighting alone, and, therefore, 
ends up getting beaten like he 
was in January's BATMAN and 
DETECTIVE. 


What do you say? Does all of that 
make sense? Might he have such 
a limitation?

Dick Grayson as Batman in 
BATMAN makes sense. I like seeing 
it. BATMAN AND ROBIN is a good 
read, because 1 really enjoy the 
dynamic of a lighter Batman and 
darker Robin. It's different. Bruce 
will always be the definitive Batman 
in my mind, but Dick brings a lot 
to the role himself. He's a great 
leader figure in the JLA and an 
excellent role model for Damian. 
Damian is good for Dick because 
he reminds him of the seriousness 
of Bruce's mission, but Dick is good for Damian because 
he helps to lighten the kid up a bit, and a guy like Dick 
is perfect to hopefully ensure that Damian doesn't grow 
up to be a total sociopath. 


My only complaint at this time is RED ROBIN. I love the 
book. Tim Drake is an awesome character who is doing 
great things, but that name is horrible. Tim also needs 
a mask that shows his hair. І think a domino mask or 
something similar to what Kid Flash wears (only in 
black) would be more suitable for him. Other than that 
one small point, keep up the good work!
